The cut-worms which have done so 


muih damage in eastern Nevada are 
not entirely a new and unheard of pest. 
In preMous years these insect* have 
done considerable damage In some 
parts of Oregon and Washington and 
thty have also been reported from 
Colorado. In our own State they must 
have been present for several years: 
but. 
as they are not conspicuous in- 


set ts and have formerly done very lit- 
tle harm they attracted scarcelv any 
attention. 


This is natural enoutrh, for in the day 


time the worm ile hidden in the soil 
or 
In the dead leaves and rubbish 


mound the alfalfa roots, coming out at 
night to feed on the young and tender 
Ha\es. This habit of hiding all day 
protects them against the attacks of 
a host of natural enemies such as the 
small black wasps which hunt them 
out and. stinging them into Insensibii- 
Itv, lay them away In holes in the 
ground as food for young wasps. The 
cut-worms are further protected by 
thtir resemblance to the ground on 
which they rest. They are about an 
inch Ion*. plurp^ and cylindrical. The 
head is light brown, smooth and shin- 
irg 
The rest of the body is dirt color 


light grey, marked with 
obscure 


brovvn dots. Like most of the smooth- 
botfled caterpillars they art- unprovided 
v.:lh anv weapons of offense or de- 
fense. The birds, therefore, especially 
the black birds, are fond of them, and 
clcstrov them In considerable numbers. 
\. hen full grown the caterpillars bur- 
row into the soli, where each makes a 
liitlf oblcmr case of sand grins loosely 
lined and held together with silken 
thieads. In this case it changes to a 
fcniooth browti chrysalis about three- 
fourths of an Inch long, pointed at one 
ti.J and blunt at the other. 
After 


aboJt two weeks the moth wriggles out 
if the chr>sails and cocoon and comes 
t<> the surface of the 
ground with 


«lan i>. soft wings., useless for 
flght 


until dried In the air. At night the 
nn,th takes flight and Is attracted oc- 
c;i~ionally to a lamp or candle and then 
i\<> tee that It Js a very ordinary look- 
in" moth, with grey and black front 
wings and hind wings pearly white « 
gnv 
This 
completes 
the series 


of stages from the worm to the par- 
tnt moth, which lives a few days, then 
1.^., a number of eggs, from which 
future (Ut-wormts are hatched. Owing 
to the habits of the worm and the us,- 
lure of the crop this insect is an un- 
usuall- hard one to combat. It nat- 
utall" does its worst Injury early In 
the year when the alfalfa is Jttst rtart- 
iriK. bv eating the buds *tvd 
young 


lca\es before the plant has any time 
to make a start. It is of course Iro- 
po^ible to spray economically a crop 
of allalfa with any of the usual In- 
svit poison, first, because of the creat 
tost ln\olved, and then because these 
sprays are as poisonous to horses and 
< attle aa they are to Insects. The rem- 
ed> then must come either from nature 
oi in some way from methods of cultl- 
\..tmsr or Irrigating the fields. Nature 
i,o f<«r has but little to offer in the 
«av of an effective remedy. TJ»e birds 
«1<>>troy \ery few 
worms in com- 


parison with the whole number: and I 
h_\e as yet found little to Indicate 
the pres-ence of any Important Insect 
•much oreys uoon the eut-»x>rro These 
)n ve(t parasites may develop, however, 
jiuer in the season. Wfeen the field* 
ai f very thoroughly irrigated great 
numbers of the worms are drowned. 
It is therefore probable that If the 
fields were disc harrowed before the 
fl.vt irrigation and thoroughly flooded 
thut a great majority of these worms 
•nhith escaped the harrow would be 
destroyed by the water. In eastern 
Nt- ada the cut-worm has practical 
men.
